Collectors who have been watching 
Jubilee prices in the past month or so 
will begin to wonder what has hap- 
pened to the market. The large ad- 
vertisement of Mr. Brundige, of Al- 
bany, in this issue would indicate to 
some a break in the market, although 
the lot is offered as a holding of 
speculator and it would seem only 
that the speculators nerve has failed 
or that he thinks the present market 
will net him a satisfactory profit. 

It should be apparent to anyone 
that the popularity and heavy market 
on these stamps since their issue has 
absorbed a large part of the available 
stamps. To those who look back and 
compare them with our three Zep- 
pelin stamps, this slump may only be 
the dip before the upward swing to a 
normal level. 

We can not believe that there is a 
break in the prices that will let these 
stamps slump and feel that ere the 
winter is past that a price of $100 
or more will be as low as the stamps 
can be obtained. However, that is 
something that we will have to learn 
later.

Bechuanaland No. 6 
Counterfeit 


In the detection of counterfeits 
shade, size and general appearance 
very often give the work of the count- 
erfeiter away. A stamp whose shade 
is wrong should always be suspected. 
It is in this way that a very well exe- 
cuted counterfeit of Bechuanaland 
No. 6, was discovered. This stamp 
only catalogs $1.75, but the Cape of 
Good Hope stamp No. 42 on which 
it is printed only catalogs 3c, so no 
doubt the faker thought it was an 
excellent chance to make some money. 
He made one mistake to begin with. 
Cape of Good Hope No. 42 when 
issued in Dec., 1885, came out in a 
ROSE RED shade. This shade was 
the one used in making Bechuanaland 
No. 6. Sometime later Cape of Good 
Hope made other printings in a CAR- 
MINE RED. It is rather common 
and either the counterfeiter used this 
shade through ignorance or he could 
not find enough of the correct shade 
available. The counterfeit surcharge 
itself is a nice piece of work. How- 
ever, a close inspection reveals some 
important differences: 

GENUINE 

1. British, 8 mm. long. 

2. Bechuanaland, 16 mm. long. 

3. Distance between British and 
Bechuanaland + mm. 

4. The “B” of each 
serifs. 

5. The letter “B” is both longer 
and wider than in the fake surcharge.

The most recent removal from the 
Philatelic Agency Sales list was the 
rotary press Mothers Day stamp. Its 
removal on August 23 was entirely 
unanticipated by the philatelic public. 

We are indebted to Mr. William 
M. Stuart of the Washington Post 
for the following report from the 
Department of Agriculture regard- 
ing the Stamp Issue for the Potato 
Law. 

The potato act of 1935 was in 
effect from December 1, 1935, to 
February 10, 1936. According to 
the Department of Agriculture, tax- 
exempt potato stamps were issued in 
limited quantities to potato producers 
in Florida, Texas and California, 
these persons being desirous of making 
immediate sales of their potatoes. 

“In addition,” says the Department, 
“such stamps were issued only to those 
producers for whose farms tax-exempt 
sales allotments had been established 
pursuant to the provisions of the act. 
These stamps were issued principally 
in the 2-pound and 50-pound denom- 
inations, although a few of the 5- 
pound, 10-pound and 25-pound de- 
nominations were also issued.” 

Continuing, the Department says: 
“In Texas, the largest number of 
stamps was issued in Cameron County 
and Wharton County, with smaller 
numbers being issued in some of the 
counties adjacent to those two. In 
Florida, the largest number of stamps 
were issued in Dade County, Lee

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A Plea for United States 
Revenues 





These days, when a multiplicity 
of issues makes a general collection 
impracticable, most of us seek to in- 
terest. ourselves in some particular 
branch of the hobby. While the gen- 
eral trend seems to be in the direction 
of commemoratives and air mails, let 
ys not overlook the possibilities and 
advantages of United States Rev- 
enues. It is true that many of these 
are dificult to secure, but relatively 
few of them are hopeless for the 
average collector. The variety of 
sizes and shapes prevent monotony 
and the minor varieties are interesting 
and not too numerous. Different 
types of “manuscript,” hand-stamped 
and printed cancellations offer a large 
field for the studious collector. His- 
torical background is not lacking as 
these stamps have played a large part 
in supplying the nation with necessary 
funds at critical periods in our history. 

The first issue of revenues has 
beauty, character and dignity and as 
they occur imperforate and part per- 
forated as well as perforated, they 
lend themselves to artistic arrange- 
ment in the album. 

The second issue gives us some par- 
ticularly pleasing designs in two 
colors, and the varied colors of the 
third issue are decorative indeed. Al- 
though the inverted centers are be- 
yond the reach of most of us, we can 
all live in hope. 

The following proprietary issues 
are possibly the least interesting, but 
are mighty hard to complete, but the 
“Battleship” series of 1898 is partic- 
ularly attractive, and with the excep- 
tion of the higher values, presents no 
difficulties. Even the more recent 
issues have a pleasing mixture of 
common and “hard to get’ items 
which is very intriguing. 

And let us not belittle the “manu- 
ript” cancellation as this means of 
obliteration was obviously the logical 
one. Many collectors prefer unused 
copies or hand stamped cancellations 
as being neater in appearance. The 
collector who can boast of a few of 
the rarer printed cancellations is 
fortunate indeed. But there should 
certainly be no objection to the pen 
cancellations and a great deal may 
be learned from their dates and 
inscriptions. In my own collection 
8 a copy of the 5 cent Inland Ex- 
change, imperforate, cancelled by 





the uncle for whom I was named 
and bearing his signature and the 
date January 20, 1863. Some of 
the “Battleship” series bear my 
father’s initials and the date 1898. 
Also a number of the 1914 issue 
have the initials of old friends with 
whom I was associated at the time. 
Is it any wonder that these stamps 
are more precious to me than any 
“mint” copies or printed cancella- 
tions? 

Printed cancellations on the docu- 
mentary stamps of 1898 are largely 
restricted to the 1 cent blue, which 
was mainly used by express and trans- 
portation companies. On the 1898 
proprietary series, the printed can- 
cellations are varied, exceedingly in-

The new Scott Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalog came on scheduled 
time this year as has been the custom 
in the past.

The cloth cover is of a rich red 
shade which is more lively than the 
cool brown of last year. Always get- 
ting bigger and bigger, we are afraid 
the catalogue will someday outgrow 
the Webster dictionary. 

The stamp listings proper total 
just 50 pages more than were in the 
last volume and in addition the pub- 
lishers have added a new feature 
which will provide much room for 
discussion at any stamp club meeting 
if members will but delve into the 
subject. In fact this new feature 
comes close to serving the purpose of 
a National Approval Board as re- 
cently suggested by a Chicago News-

done they have no interest in whether 
the collecting body approves or dis- 
approves their issues. 

The new feature referred to ts 
found in the back of the catalogue 
and consists of several pages headed, 
“Tentative Listings.” In these pages 
are listed stamps whose authenticity 
is questioned by the cataloguers. In 
listing the stamps the cataloguers 
frankly admit that they may be mis- 
taken as to the status of certain listed 
items and welcome information re- 
garding them. 

Perhaps the most interesting things 
found on these pages are the group of 
stamps from Epirus which for so 
many years had been accepted in 
good faith by both collector and deal- 
er. The Wayzata - Newfoundland 
Airmail stamp is also found listed 
and even with all that is known 
about and claimed for this stamp, we 
are surprised to see it given even a 
tentative listing when such things as 
the Albania Al4 without surcharge 
are not included. Certainly stamps 
prepared by an authenticated govern- 
ment, even if that government did 
fall before the stamps could actually 
be issued for use, should be given 
some recognition. 

We note also the late Tannou- 
Touva gallery of pictures and fancy 
shapes as well as many Lithuanian is- 
sues which are included under this 
listing. These items while question- 
able, certainly did do duty as postage 
stamps in the International Mails as 
can be proven by registered covers 
bearing the stamps. 

Thus approval or disapproval 
means nothing more than a gesture,
